through the eyes of a distorted brain.” A 
well-known doctor declared: “The most re? 
markable picturization of how the world 
looks to a crazed mind that I have ever 
seen.” A final summation was: “Only after 
the last scene do you realize you haven’t 
been breathing properly.” 

How I wish I could record that the new 
CALIGARI (the “Dr.” has disappeared 
from the title . . . and the cabinet has van- 
ished from the picture) — how I wish I could 
record that CALIGARI #2 is not only the 
equal of CALIGARI #1 but wildly su- 
perior. 

Alas. 

I suppose “our” Mr. Bloch (author of the 
screenplay) had his orders. 

The picture lacks 10 minutes of being 2 
hours long — but that is not all it lacks. And 
from the standpoint of you, our primarily 
youthful audience, it unfortunately con- 
tains too much that some parents might 
conceivably object to youngsters seeing. I 
feel it is my duty to point this out. Actually 
— let me put it this way — I don’t think 
young horror fans would miss much they’d 
understand or appreciate if they missed all 
but about the last dozen minutes of the 
movie. 

Maybe that’s the answer for FM’s audi- 
ence: go see the last dozen minutes of 
CALIGARI plus the companion feature. 
Make that a baker’s dozen — 13 minutes — 
and you’ll be treated to a real weird nite- 
marish experience of disembodied heads, 
cannonballing down a fantastic corridor and 
other Calig-eerie effects.

BRAIN EA'TERS (Amer.-Intl. ’58). Imag- 
inative story idea of symbiotic invaders 
from inside the earth was lost on this grade 
C quickie. 

7 — Tor Johnson & Bela Luirosi were both 
guilty of the crime in BRIDE OF THE 
ATOM (also released as BRIDE OF THE 
MONSTER), definitely one of the most 
inexpensive thrillers ever. The sets were 
cardboard and the direction card-boring. 
Badly overacted, grade Z all around. 

8— THE CAT CREEPS (Univ. ’46) was 
a shamefully un-mysterious mystery with 
supernatural overtones. Just another grade 
B murder-in-the-mansion potboiler. 

9— CRY OF THE WEREWOLF (Col. 
1944) was a pretty dismal hunk of non- 
.sense. Tho Nina Foch as the werewoman 
killed people left & right it was still a bore. 

10— Bert Gordon’s THE CYCLOPS (Al- 
lied 55) started off promising enough but 
when it got down to the .search for the 
heroine’s long lost brother (wohm you just 
knew was the Cyclops) it really bogged 
dovm in the mires of mediocrity. James 
Craig & Lon Chaney have been better.

another ten 

11— DEVIL GIRL FROM MARS (Spar- 
tan ’55) was a slow, very juvenile British- 
made melodrama. Nothing new in the way 
of plot, mediocre special efforts, etc. 

12— FIRE MAIDENS OF OUTER 
SPACE (Topaz ’55) can be blamed on Cy 
Roth, who cooked up a tired old lost-planet- 
of-women plot and endowed it with second- 
rate production and the most foolish mon- 
ster since TARGET — EARTH! 

13 — Harold Lloyd Jr. was menacing 
enough as the mad doctor in FRANKEN- 
STEIN’S DAUGHTER but the rest of the 
film (Astor ’58) was abominably acted, 
badly written and went further in the di- 
rection of proof that there was only one 
true Frankenstein series. 

14 — The 1946 Brown-Carney comedy, 
GENIUS AT WORK, was merely anoth- 
er funny-ha-ha mystery-comedy, undistin- 
guished but for the presence of the Old 
Master, Lugosi. 

15 — Buddy Baer wasn’t bad as THE 
GIANT FROM THE UNKNOWN but his 
efforts couldn’t save this trite tiresome 
grade B effort. Morris Ankrum and rest of 
cast were merely adequate. 

16— GIGANTIS, THE FIRE MON- 
STER, another Japanese spectacle released 
by Warner Bros. (1959), featured some 
good battle scenes between the 2 prehis- 
toric monsters (Godzilla & Anzilla) but 
emerged as just another juvenile monster 
epic. 

17— THE GIRL FROM SCOTLAND 
YARD was Karen Morley, a sort of 1937 
Nancy Drew. This time she was out to get 
baddie Eduardo Cianelli, who wanted to 
conquer the world with his radio death-ray. 
Feature version of a serial. Pretty bad. 

18 — American-international’s GOLIATH 
& THE DRAGON (’61) was the worst of 
the imported ancient history spectacles and 
there have been plenty of bad ones. It was 
loaded with phoney monsters, snake pits, 
gushing blood and poor dubbing. The whole 
theater cracked up during the scene where 
the blood-diamond floated thru the air to 
the statue’s head — you could actually see 
the string! Ludicrous acting by Mark For- 
est & Brod Crawford. 

19— HAVE ROCKET, WILL TRAVEL 
(Col. ’59) was low-grade slapstick with the 
3 Stooges getting mixed up with Venusian 
robots, giant spiders, etc. What a bore! 




There's the man responsible for them both— Herman Cohen. Other Cohen productions: HOW TO 
MAKE A MONSTER. TARGET— EARTH! and HORRORS OF THE BLACK MUSEUM. 


20 — Robert Clarke was the whacky sci- 
entist who turned himself into THE HID- 
EOUS SUN DEMON (Realart ’59). Rou- 
tine grade “D” science fiction. 

the shape of things 
too calm 

21— 1 never did learn HOW TO MAKE 
A MONSTER from the Amer.-Intl. produc- 
tion (’58) of the same name hut I did learn 
that I wasted a perfectly good afternoon. It 
was merely a grim gruesome procession of 
horrible faces. 

22— INVASION OF THE SAUCER- 
MEN (Amer.-Intl. ’57) was aimed at teen 
trade, I suppose, for I can’t see any other 
reason why the hug-eyed invaders from 
Mars would be repelled by teenagers’ hot- 
rod headlights. 


23—1 WAS A TEENAGE FRANKEN- 
STEIN and I WAS A TEENAGE WERE- 
WOLF (#24), both Herman Cohen brain- 
children released by (Amer.-Intl. ’57) , were 
grade D, the former a ludicrous travesty on 
the Frankenstein series, the latter an even 
worse heap of cinematic trash. Two of the 
most inept, degrading things ever to be 
ground out of Hollywood. It’s films like 
them that give horror pictures a bad name. 

25 — Otto Kruger gave a good perfor- 
mance in Universal’s JUNGLE CAPTIVE 
(1945) but the picture as a whole should 
have been better, went off the deep end too 
often. 

26 — Representative of a slew of low-grade 
jungle thrillers, KING OF THE ZOMBIES 
(Monogram ’41) was routine walking dead 
reels with grade B performances & script- 
ing. 

27 — Feature version of the serial KING 
OF THE ROCKET MEN was entitled 
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Example of early William Castle gimmick odvertising.

28— LEECH WOMAN (Univ. ’60) was 
a terribly contrived bit of nothing, cooked 
up by, of all people, top sci-fi writer David 
Duncan. Typical melodramatics with rou- 
tine performances from Coleen Gray, Grant 
Williams & Gloria Talbott, familiar faces 
from many an s.f. film. 

29— MACABRE (AlUed ’57) was an ad- 
mittedly offbeat but tasteless horror tale. 
Too grim for real punch. 

30 — I regard Universal’s MAD DOCTOR 
OF MARKET STREET (1942) as Lionel 
Atwill’s poorest film. Nearly plotless, it 
plodded along from the opening in the doc- 
tor’s lab (same mad lab used 10 years be- 
fore by Edward Van Sloan in BEHIND 
THE MASK) to its welcome climax on a 
South Sea Island. Very poor jungle thriller. 

hangnail sketches 
on more misses 

31 — The 1942 MAD MONSTER was the 
first horror film I ever saw and as such it 
terrified me. I was 5 and for a first horror 
film it packed a wallop — at the time. I re- 
cently saw it again — oh, brother! George 
Zucco, Anna Nagel & Johnny Downs were 
awful and so was the plot. 

32 — There have been many films about 
the Abominable Snowman of the Himalay- 
as. Some have been good, like the 1957 
Peter Cushing-Forrest Tucker starrer. and 
some just fair, like Japan’s HALF-HUMAN 
(’57) with John Carradine, but none have 
been as bad as MAN BEAST (1955) with 
Rock Madison (no kidding! that’s a real 
name!). Everything from acting to camera 
work was below C level. 

33— MISSILE TO THE MOON (Astor 
*59) , using plenty of stock footage, a pup- 
pet-like spider, 2 escaped convicts as semi- 
heroes, and the familiar lost-civilization-of- 
women-with-great-lung-power formula — 
this grade C effort, like the Vanguard, just 
didn’t take off. 

34— MONSTER FROM GREEN HELL, 
a 1957 DCA release, was about giant wasps 
in the jungle and should have been at least 
mediocre but due to obvious special effects 
and indifferent acting became just another 
grade B children’s show. 

35— THE MUMMY’S CURSE (Univ. 
1945), while evidently enjoying some kind 
of distinction as the last of the Mummy 



series, was a rather disappointing potpourri 
of all the shopworn gimmicks used since 
1940. Peter Coe & Martin Kosleck weren’t 
too good and the film seemed to drag on in 
repetition. (I have deliberately refrained 
from using Lon Chaney’s name because 
I’ve always had a sneaking suspicion that 
he was never under all that make-up, just 
his name was used. (Only The Mummy 
knows and he isn't talking while the flavor 
— of tana leaves — lasts. Editor.) 

the final 15 fizzlers 

36— Warner’s MYS’TERIOUS DOCTOR 
(1943) was another low-grade headless 
ghost farce with an even sillier twist — the 
monster was aiding the Nazi cause! Laugh- 
able mystery. 

37— NIGHT OF THE BLOOD-BEAST 
was awful. The plot was old-hat and the 
writing was amateur. Grade B shock stuff, 
likewise ARC’S vapid PHAN'TOM OF 20,- 
000 LEAGUES (#38) with its unimagina- 
tive radioactive monster. 

39 — I’d heard a lot about PLAN 9 FROM 
OU'TER SPACE (DCA ’56) and saw it to 
see if it was as bad as they said. It was even 
worse! There is a distinct possibility it was 
the cheapest film ever made. The entire cast 
was awful Special effects were laughable 
and even the old clips of Bela Lugosi were 
poor. The scene where Tor Johnson rose 
from the grave was the only good 5 seconds 
in the whole film. Vampira, Johnson, Lyle 
Talbot all wasted. 

40— REVOLT OF 'THE ZOMBIES 
(Academy ’36), with a fantastically young 
Dean dagger, was another dull undead 
mishmash with more talk than plot. 

the last 10 
toe-stubbers 

41 — ’The Castaways-Marooned-on-Un- 
charted-Island-Ruled-by-Mad-Doctor form- 
ula suffered a rejuvenation in Astor’s SHE- 
DEMONS (’59). Irish McCalla got mixed 
up with a lunatic German scientist experi- 
menting on the female inhabitants of the 
island, turning them into womanimals. All 
this was to beautify his deformed wife’s 
fgce! 

42— THE SMILING GHOST of ’41 
(WARNER BROS.) was another regretta- 
ble haunted house comedy, loaded with 
overworked gags & trite situations. As one 
reviewer said, “If Wayne Morris had look- 


ed hard enough he might have found the 
script among the relics.” 

43 — I saw the 1937 action-melodrama 
SOS COAST GUARD on TV so it could 
have been cut but I don’t think any amount 
of cutting could have made it any worse. 
Ralph Byrd was the stereotyped hero and 
Bela Lugosi was sadly miscast as the filthy 
scoundrel attempting to sell a deadly gas to 
a foreign power. Feature version of a serial, 
all very paltry and not a little ridiculous. 

44— ’TEENAGE CAVEMAN (1958) was 
one of the most low-grade effusions Amer.- 
Intl. has yet turned out. I saw it on a triple 
bUl with ’TEENAGE WEREWOLF and 
TEENAGERS FROM OUTER SPACE 
(WB ’59), another inept attempt to capi- 
talize on the teenage monster craze. What 
a wasted evening that was! 

45— Gebhardt’s 12 ’TO THE MOON 
(Col. ’60) was a feeble grade B space melo- 
drama with a “message” of brother'v love. 
Trite, badly acted even by Tom Conway 
and old silent movie matinee idol, Francis 
X. Bushman. 

five! 

46— 'TWO LOST WORLDS (UA ’50) 
was another imitation of 1925’s THE LOS'T 
WORLD and 1940’s ONE MILLION B.C., 
using plenty of stock footage from the lat- 
ter and other films. Very phoney minor ad- 
venture drama featuring Jim Amess — who 
next year was to become THE THING! 

four! 

47 — Evidently pressed for a new creature 
for a second feature during the 1957 mon- 
ster craze, desperate producers came up 
with a puerile venture into the realm of 
the Hollywood slob-monster called THE 
UNKNOWN TERROR. Perhaps I should 
say slop-monster for the menace in this 
grade C mistake was a sloppy mess of gooey 
fungus cultivated in an underground cave 
by a mad doctor bearing a startling resem- 
blance to Dr. Cyclops. Hilarity ran rampant 
as the 2 heroes & heroine were trapped in 
the cave by the fungus men while half- 
cooked oatmeal dropped from the stalac- 
tites.

48 — RODAN (DCA ’57) was, despite all 
its pubhcity, only another routine (Japa- 
nese) prehistoric-monster-on-the-loose mel-

49 — There was no shortage of corpses in 
THE WOMANEATER, a weak Uttle Brit- 
ish work from Columbia in ’59 concerning 
a carnivorous plant that produced a serum 
that revived the dead — but not the audi- 
ence. Pretty awful. 

one! 

50 — Last, and possibly least, came ZOM- 
BIES ON BROADWAY (RKO ’45), an 
inane farce wherein 2 agents had to produce 
a real zombie for a nite club. Pretty fuimy 
except when it was supposed to te! Bela 
Lugosi as the mad doctor was mediocre and 
the comedy scenes were pretty grim, played 


in a style that reminded one of Abbott & 
Costello with the Black Plague. 

out! 

And so (FJA speaking) as FM sinks 
slowly into oblivion, as 50 producers cancel 
their subscriptions, as 25 studios take back 
their stills and THE MAN WI'THOUT A 
HEAD threatens never to speak to us 
again, we realize this article has been a 
plot on the part of a spy from MUD MON- 
STERS OF SLIMELAND magazine to put 
us out of business!

I think you will enjoy this picture. I did. 
I saw the preview of it together with Ed- 
mond Hamilton, whose “Pigmy Island” I 
sold for filming to Sol (Tarzan) Lesser. 
“Pigmy Island” had something in common 
with DR. CYCLOPS and was described as 
“a powerful, vivid, super-science tale of 
tiny men and giant rats and snakes” when 
it was first published in WEIRD TALES 
magazine. 

Hamilton liked THE AMAZING COLOS- 


SAL MAN better than THE INCREDI- 
BLE SHRINKING MAN. Altho I pre- 
ferred Richard Matheson’s screenplay to 
the scenario created by Bert Gordon & 
Mark Hanna, considering COLOSSAL 
MAN cost but a fraction of SHRINKING 
MAN it certainly was worth compliment- 
ing. 

giant’s acting 
packs punch 

Much of the picture’s power is derived 
from the performance of Glenn Langan as 
the Giant. He does an excellent job. Langan 
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plays Col. Glen Manning, victim of a freak 
accident during the detonation of the first 
plutonium bomb. In a heroic effort to save 
another man’s life, it at first appears that 
Col. Manning has lost his own when the 
blast sears every inch of skin from his body. 
The scene where he is charred before the 
camera’s eye by the atomic radiation is a 
hair raiser and is effectually reorised twice 
during the unfoldment of the film. 

Burned bald from head to toe, dehy- 
drated and at death’s door, Manning is giv- 
en no chance to survive the night. But the 
next morning his skin has miraculously 
grown back and his metabolism is nearly 
normal! Instead of a scarred corpse he ap- 
pears to be a convalescent on the way to 
complete recovery! The baffled doctors can 
only conclude that plutonium 
rays must have some marvel- 
ous powers to effect recuper- 
ation. 

'The trouble sets in, of 
course, when Manning not 
only recuperates but starts 
to grow. At the rate of 8 to 
10' a day. Dr. Listrom ex- 
plains the phenomenon to 
Manning’s fiancee, Carol: 

“As you probably already 
know, the body is like a fac- 
tory. Continually producing 
new cells to replace the older 
cells, damaged cells, or de- 
stroyed cells. ’This happens 
in all the different parts of 
the body. Bone cells grow 
new bone cells, skin cells 
grow new skin cells and so 
on — ’’ Co-doctor Coulter con- 
tinues with the explanation: 

“It is this delicately balanced 
process of new cells replacing dying cells 
that is causing the growth problem. The 
process is out of balance. For some un- 
known reason, new cells are growing at an 
accelerated or speeded-up rate — ’’ and 
right here I want to stop the dialog to 
direct your attention to something I con- 
sider significant. Note that usage, “acceler- 
ated or speeded-up”; the basic Engbsh form 
describing the more “difficult” word in case 
there’s anyone in the audience ifrho doesn’t 
understand it. I noticed this happening so 
many times in the picture that it formed a 
pattern. “A stimulus,” someone would say, 
adding “or force” in case a simpler word 
was required to communicate to a watcher 
of the film what a stimulus was. 


how to kill 
0 giant 

Now of course at this point one good 
modem Technical Adviser could have step- 
ped in and, if listened to, stopped the giant 
dead in his tracks. He would say. “They 
could get away with more when Wells wrote 
‘Food of the Gods’ or ‘The Nth Man’ first 
appeared (1928),” and then go to destroy 
the possibility of an artificial giant alto- 
gether by pointing out that, like a dinosaur, 
he’d have to spend practically all his time 
eating, that his bones couldn’t support his 
weight, etc. 

Spoilsport! 

'The impossible AMAZING 
COLOSSAL MAN is about 
80' tail before he’s thru and 
has taken giant steps thra 
downtown Las Vegas, doing 
more damage than the one- 
armed bandits. 

The AMAZING COLOS- 
SAL MAN meets his (ap- 
parent) doom at Boulder 
Dam but the clink of coins 
at a healthy box-office can 
often work wonders in reviv- 
ing the deadest of monsters 
so let’s put it this way: I 
wouldn’t be amazed to leam 
of a sequel. 

I was right! 

Run for the hills, folks, 
THE COLOSSAL BEAST 
is coming! 

The Beast is the sequel to ’THE AMAZ- 
ING COLOSSAL MAN. While shooting, it 
was first known as The Return of the 
Colossal Man and, later, The Revenge of 
the Colossal Man. 

I got the story of the sequel from Bert 
Gordon, who wrote & produced it, on the 
set of the picture while the final scenes were 
being shot. The Colossal Man was going 
thru his King-like performance of swatting 
at a gnat-like model plane. His make-up 
was reminiscent of the giant in one of Gor- 
don’s previous pictures, CYCLOPS. 

The war of 'THE COLOSSAL BEAST 
opens with a brief, breathless sequence be- 
fore the title & credits come on the screen. 
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of a terrified Mexican boy racing a truck 
away from some unseen thing that is pur- 
suing him. The thing is unseen but — not 
unheard; a great drumbeat of footsteps 
penetrates the roar of the engine and the 
screech of the tires. When the car goes out 
of control the boy runs for his life down an 
empty stream bed till he stumbles & falls 
and a black shadow envelopes him as the 
title appears. 

multiple mysteries 

Picture proper opens with an American 
named Swanson reporting the theft of his 
truck to the police sergeant in a little Mex- 
ican village. The boy who “stole” the truck 
is soon located across the street in a doc- 
tor’s office — in a state of shock. He is no 
more help than was the little girl in THEM! 
who had seen the gi-ants. 

The car owner, accompanied by the po- 
liceman, goes to the spot where the boy 
was found. But his car is not around. The 
tire tracks suddenly come to a halt. The 
policeman observes that “It looks like the 
car went straight up in the air, senor!” At 
which Swanson snorts, “It was equipped 
with heater and radio but it didn’t have 
wings.” And later that day, in the news, a 
telecaster reporting the incident of the 
truck that “flew away” jokes: “Well, the 
birds grow pretty big in Mexico.” 

impossible theory 

Joyce Manning, sister of the Colossal 
Man, tho she believes him dead has a hunch 
about the mysterious happening in Mexico 
and gets hold of Swanson. In her apart- 
ment in Beverly Hills, California, she intro- 
duces Swanson to Col. Baird. The possibili- 
ty that her brother is still alive is brought 
up by Joyce but the brass considers it ut- 
terly impossible: “Believe me — and all the 
medical authorities agree — no man, even if 
he was 60' tall, could take those two ba- 
zooka charges and fall over Boulder dam 
and live. The drop alone — over 700' — would 
kill him.” 

Disappointed but undaunted, Joyce goes 
to Mexico to see the boy. She sits by 
Miguel’s side during the nite. He murmurs: 
“HOMBRON!” What does it mean? “It is 
hard to say,” the doctor says; “a great big 
fellow, like an ogre in a story. A monster, a 
giant man. . .”

Before long it is established that the 
Colossal Manning is alive and a plan to 
drug him with chloral hydrate impregnated 
bread is effected. Captured, and in a coma- 
tose state, he is transported across the bor-
